McLucas was testifying Mon- 
day before the Senate Armed 
Services Committee on the 
Air Force’s request for author- 
ity to contract to spend $26 
billion in the fiscal year begin- 
'ning July 1. 

Symington; himself a for-, 
mer Secretary of , the Air 
Force, called attention to a ta- 
ble in McLucas’ prepared tes- i 
timony,' which outlined the ; 
dollars being spent on Air 
Force missiles. . ■' m -'- j 

The senator read down the 
list^-Minuteman III, $298.4 
million; Maverick, $72.7 miL- !l 
lion; Sparrow, $43.3 million , 
— until he came to a line titled 
“Other,” $734.1 million. 

Symington: “Is that CIA 
money?” . , j 

McLucas: “It includes some 
intelligence money.” 

Symington: “CIA?” 

McLucas: “Yes.” 

Noting that the funding for 
the “Other” category was the 
biggest outlay in the table, the j 
senator said, “You see how 
silly it looks.”: 

Symington indicated no sur- 
prise at the , McLucas admis- 
sion, nor did he press for a 
breakdown of how much of ! 
the $734.1 million ; was ear- 
marked for the CIA. 

It has been widely assumed j 
that portions of the CIA’s 
budget are concealed in the 
budgets of various other agen- 
cies. Presumably, a portion of 
the Air Force funds support 
the “spy in the sky” satellites 
which keep track of, among 
! Other things, Soviet missile de- 
1 ployment. .

The Fairfax chief Circuit 
Court judge, Arthur W. Sin-, 
clair, said he could not recall 
appointing any CIA employees 
as Fairfax police officers. 

“If they were from the CIA,

; clair said.

The CIA is forbidden by its 
charter from engaging in do> 
mestic activities, but source?

demonstrations • in Washing- 
ton. 

In addition, the Washington'

security officers of the agency: 
used Fairfax police credentials 
to infiltrate crowds , of demoii-. 
strators gathered at the CIA' 
offices in Fairfax. , - 

Fairfax County ExecutiVb- 
Robert W.. Wilson has said he 
will issue a report , today on 
the county police' involvement 
with the CIA; He has acknowl- 
edged issuance of- the creclen-,; 
tials in late 1971 or eagly 1972 ; 
but they “were never used and 
were returned.”
